QUINTETTE “OF NOTED POLICE 
CHARACTERS DISCHARGED. \ 


HAD BEEN FINED FOR IDLING.

The Notorious Mickey Mack and His 
Gang Turned Loose on the 
Community. 


Crazy Murphy of the Three C.’s Court, 
the archangel of the thugs, turned loose a 
quintette of crooks Thursday morning. 

It was a great big swat at the efficiency 
of the police department, and the crazy 
Judge grinned at the deal he was giving the 
city’s consefvators. of law and order. 

Micky Mack, William O’Keefe, Bill Canty, 
Jack Williaras and Dan O'Leary, whose pict- 
ures are in every rogues’ Gallery in the 
country, were the recipients of his disas- 


trous generosity. 

A short time back, when the city was ter- 
ror-stricken by the nightly depredations 
of skilled and daring criminals, Chief Har- 
rigan issued orders for every suspicious 
character in ‘the city to be rounded up. 

The quintette were the biggest fish haul- 
ed in by the police drag-net. The number 
of crimes decreased 50 per cent from the 
moment they were landed behind the bars. 

They were sent to Judge Peabody’s court 
charged with idling. The police presented 
evidence showing that they had no homes 


and no occupations. 

Judge Peabody administered a fine of $100 
in each’case and the police breathed freer. 

Both the crooks knew that Crazy Mur- 
phy would befriend them on the grounds 
of their mutual enmity to the police. 

They appealed from Judge Peabody to the 
Crazy Judge. When their cases were called 
for trial Thursday Murphy’s court was fill- 
ed with the scum of the old ‘“‘Bloody Third, 
come to witness the triumph of their pals. 

Mickey Mack was the first of the notorious 
quintette to go to trial. He swore that he 
was no loafer, lived at home and worked for 
S Seroennes Tom Walsh testified that Mack 
was an ex-convict, a burglar, pickpocket 
and all-round crook. He told of his namer- 
ous troubles with the police. He was ar- 
rested while running away at the sight of 
a police officer. The detective said he had 
no home or occupation and was a dangerous 
idler. 

When Detective Walsh concluded Prose- 
cuting Attorney Mulvihill informed the 
court that the testimony of the other wit- 
nesses was substantially the same against 
Mack as in all the other cases. 

‘In that case,’’ grunted the crazy Judge, 
“there is no evidence against them. 

One d one the crooks were called up by 
their friend and discharged. 

As they left the courtroom, the gang of 
youn toughs in the spectators seats 
crowded about them and held a joilification 
in the corridor. 

They left the building to go back to their 
old haunts in the old Third District dives 
and hold a carousal in honor of their pro- 
tector, Murphy. 

The police made no attempt to rearrest 

em. 

‘‘Let them go out to rob and steal and hold 
men and women up,” sald Detective Tom 
Walsh as he watched the thugs’ jollification 
at the door of Murphy's court.

WITH THE MACHETE 


Butchery of Guanabacoa Described by 
Antonio Aguerro of the Havana 
Produce Exchange. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—Antonio Aguerro, a 
member of the Havana Produce Exchange, 
arrived here by the steamer Orizaba from 
Havana. He was a resident of Guanabacoa, 
where, according to recent reports from 
Havana, atrocities were committed by the 
Spanish troops under Col. Fondeviela, 

Senor Aguerro said: ‘““The reports are far 
from telling the whole truth. Col, Fon- 
deviela has instituted @reign of terror at 
the place. Fully 300 families have left the 
town and moved‘ into Havana since his 
aking charge. People are taken from their 
homes at night and killed with machetes in 
the outskirts of the city. The world is then 
Wade to believe that they were leaving 
their homes to join the rebels, who swarm 
in the neighborhood. I know of thirty-nine 
persons who have thus been done away 
with. Even honest Spaniards are shocked. 

“One of these Spaniards warned me that 
my name was on a list with more than 
¥0 more kept by Fondeviela as men marked 
by him for secret execution as rebel sym- 
pathizers, and I managed to obtain my 
passport for the United States. I owe my 
escape from Fondeviela’s clutches to my 
Spanish friends, for whom I feel the great- 
est gratitude.’’ 


CAMERON RESOLUTION. 


Its Friends in the Senate Not Willing 
to Let It Drop. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 7.—The fail- 
ure of the Senate Committee on ®oreign 
Relations to take up the Cuban question at 
‘ts meeting yesterday is taken as signifi- 


‘ant: by the opponents of the bill. Some 
members of the committee, most of whom 
ire Republicans, who have been supporters 
if the Cameron resolution, express the opin- 
ion that the committee itself probably will 
uot press the resolution. Other members 
are inclined to await the return of Senator 
Cameron to the city before definitely decid- 
ng on their course. . 

Democratic members of the committee 
friendly to the resolution announce that 
they will await the return of Senator Cam- 
eron, who is still absent in the South, be- 
fore they undertake to call up the resolu- 
‘ion. They indicate that if he is still willing 
to press its consideration they will support 
him. They do not all say, however, that 
if he concludes not to urge consideration 
they will longer refrain. Senator Mills says 
that, while he should probably wait upon 
Senator Cameron, he would lose no oppor- 
tunity to urge a proper recognition of the 
rights of the struggling Cubans. 

There are also some Republican Senators, 
among whom is Senator Chandler, who aTfe 
averse to allowing the question to drop 
where tt now is. They contend ‘that there 
is a majority for the resolution in the Sen- 
ate, and urge that an effort should be still 
made to secure its consideration. 


A Denial From Canovas. 


MADRID Jan. 7.—Senor Canovas del Cas- 
tillo, the Spanish Premier, declares that all 
‘he reports circulated regarding impending 
cabinet changes are unfounded. The Cham- 
bers will probably meet in April.

HE PROPOSES RADICAL REFORMS 
IN MICHIGAN. 


TWO-CENT RAILROAD FARES. 


Whip Hand to Be Held Over Corpora- 
tions and Trusts and Hard 
Raps at the Lobby. 


LANSING, Mich., Jan. 7.—The two Houses 
of the Legislature convened in joint session 
to-day and listened to the addresses of the 
retiring and incoming Governors. GOV. 
Pingree’s address at the outset recom- 
mended abolishment of party conventions 
which, he asserted, have become the me- 
diums of trickery, bribery and fraud. He ad- 
vocated instead the direct vote and the Aus- 
tralian ballot system in nominating candli- 


dates, 

The Governor urged that the property of 
corporations be taxed in. the same manner 
as other property. Present fares in Michigan 
(owing to certain features of the charters 


of certain roads) were argued to be a 
roper subject for legislative action. Gov. 
>ingree deplored the fact that while, for in- 

stance, thé Chicago & Grand Trunk Road 
is confined to a local passenger charge of 2 
cents a mile, the Michigan Central and Lake 
Shore are permitted to charge a local fare 
of 3.cents, and he adds: “It is also com- 
monly known that the passengers traveling 
between Michigan stations are charged more 
by the railways than those who travel 
through the State from outside points. 

The Legislature was recommended to con- 
sider the question of uniform 2-cent fares. 

The Governor urged that the referendum 
practice or referring legislative acts to the 
people be required in the granting of quasi 
public franchises. 

After denouncing the trusts and combina- 
tions of the present day the Governor 
warned the legislators against permitting 
Michigan to become the field for opera- 
tions through which great corporations 
might acquire possession of the State’s 
mineral resources and in connection there- 
with control the lake shipping interests. He 
advised consideration: of the supervision of 
corporations by a corporation commissioner, 
who should ascertain the exact available as- 
sets of every os oo permitting 
it to enjoy corporate privileges. 

On the subject of railway taxation, Gov. 
Pingree, while not advising dispensing 
with the present system of specific taxa- 
tion upon the earnings of such corpora- 
tions, urged some ste towards adding to 
that system. He adv sed the creation of a 
State Board which should determine the 
value of all corporate property not now 
taxed locally and which should levy taxes 
thereon, in the oome proportion that pri- 
, ty is taxed.

The State Meeting Listened to an Ad- 
dress by Mr. Bryan. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 7.—William J. Bry- 
an addressed the State Bimetallic Confer- 
ence which met yesterday.

KINS SUED TOO LATE. 


HAS NO GROUND OF ACTION. 


(Another Move in the Case of a Buxom 
Widow Against a Vener- 
able Attorney. 


Another turn was taken by the $100,000 
breach of promise suit of Mrs. Louise Wat- 
kins against Col. R. S. McDonald in Judge 
Spencer’s Division of the Circuit Court 
Thursday. 

The case was up on a demurrer filed by 
Col. MeDonald to Mrs. Watkins’ statement 
of facts on the ground that they did not 
constitute a sufficient cause of action. 

The Widow Watkins was not present nor 
was her attorney, EK. A. B. Garesche. The 
venerable member of *he 8t. Louis bar who 
is accused by the widow of having trifled 
with her heart $100,000 worth, was also ab- 
gent. Lawyer Thomas J. Rowe who repre- 
sents him, was on hand, carrying under his 
arm a highly enteMaining brief in support 
of the demurrer. 

It had been arranged between parties for 
Mr. Rowe to file his brief, which would be 
answered later, and then to submit the mat- 
ter to Judge Spencer without oral argument. 
That accounted for the absence of the 


others. 


There seems to be something in Mrs. Wat- 
kins’ suit that mepieee the lawyers in the 
case to filghts of fancy .and flashes of wit 
euch as seldom flluminate proceedings in 
the Circuit Court. Mr. Rowe's brief is‘an 
example. 

From the dignified discussion of the legal 
issues involved, he soars to a very apropos 
discussion of the conditions that existed in 
the Garden of Eden, in about the follow- 
ing lan age:

| formed within a certain time, it was her 
duty to request defendant to marry her 
within a reasonable time after the pron® 
ise. Her failure to make such a request 
for eleven years was an abandonment of the 
contract by ‘her and made her claim so old 
and stale that no court will hear it, and 
gives it a facial appearance which _ indi- 
cates that it is being prosecuted for an 
improper p ose. Betrayed virtue does not 
so tardily seek justice.’’ 

As to what would have been a reasonable 
time for the Widow Watkins, Mr. Rowe 
quotes Justices Kingman, Valentine and D. 
J. Brewer—the last named being now of the 
United States Supreme Court—in the case 
of Nichols vs. Weaver in the Kansas Su- 
preme Court. 

The learned jurists evidently did not be- 
lieve in long engagements. hey say: 

“A reasonable time wouNM prebably not, 
under any circumstances, exceed one year; 
for it would seem very unreasonable that 
any one should be tied up by a contract to 
marry more than one year.’ 

Mr. Rowe then discusses at length the 
Statute of Fraud and the Statute of Limi- 
tations and says:

the Statute of Limitations and in trying to 
avoid the Statute of Limitations runs into 
the Statute of Frauds. He runs on Scylia, 
wishing to avoid Charybdis, and he runs on 
Charybdis, wishing to avoid Scylia,.”’

“Tt ic srue that a noble spirit would scorn 
euch redress as the law could give for such 
a wrong as an unmerited breach of promise 
of marriage, but of he did seek such re- 
dress his rights would be the same as the 
woman's under like circumstances, 

‘“‘In this case reverse the parties. Make the 
venerable McDonald plaintiff and the buxom 
Watkins defendant; allege the fac) of prom- 
tse and breach, as here alleged, and would 
it for a moment be contended that the peti- 
tion stated a cause of action? 

“Could McDonald claim that Mrs. Wat-

It Wants Seventy-Five Thousand a 
Year for Mail Service. 


The St. Louls Terminal Railway Associa- 
tion is not content with charging exorbi- 
tant tariffs for all passengers and freight 
carried to St. Louis from the East. It is 
anxious to hold the Government up for 


$75,000 a year for hauling the mails across 
the bridge. It has received $25,000 a year 
for its mail service for a long time, and it 
considers itself poorly paid. 

Congressman Cobb introduced a bill in 
the House Wednesday to authorize the 
Postmaster General to pay $75,000 a year 
for the transfer of mails tween the 
Union Station in East St. uis and the

s0Ouls. 

As mail cars form parts of trains which 
the Terminal Association brings over the 
river for sky ‘high tariffs, the br.dge monop- 
oly appears to be doing well in getting $25,- 

a year out of the Government... That 
payment was authorized’ by a special law 
passed by Congress several years ago. 

The Terminal Association gets $1,000 a 
year rent for the mail building ia Union 
Station. On the whole, Mr. Cobb's bill 
looks like a job.

SORT TO THE THEATER. 


IT’S DIFFERENT IN ST. LOUIS. 


Théatrical Managers Say Our Women- 
Folk Are Too Obliging to Need 
Regulation by Ordinance. 


The sixty city fathers of Chicago have 
gone and done it. They have suppressed 
the theater hat by ordinance. 

An Alderman named Plotke was the hero 
who fathered the measure. He is described 
as dumpy and baldheaded—that’s enough 
said to give a line on his theatrical tastes. 

Chicago women’s hats are as large pro- 
portionately as their feet. When Alderman 
Plotke paid $1.50 last week to see a show 


and got behind one of those spreading cre- 
ations of brim and plumes, it dawned on 
him that there was a nuisance abroad in 
the land that needed regulating. 

He forthwith drew up an ordinance. 

Plotke must be a father of grown ty a 
ters or an experienced husband, for nis 
knowledge of feminine nature is deep. He 
didn’t figure it that the woman _ was to 
blame or if she was that it would be safe 
to get the law on her. Plotke deduced that 
he had given up $1.50 to *he management 
of the house and that he had to look to 
them for an opportunity to see the show. 
So his ordinance read like this: 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the 
city of Chicago: 

Section 1, It shal] be unlawful for any per- 
eon, ifm or corporation, owning or c ntroll- 
i- any theater or other place of amuse- 
sweet, or for any manager thereof, to permit 
or tolerate the wearing of any hat or other 
headgear by any person while in the theater 
or place of amusement during the perform- 
Ance or during the rendition of any pro- 
gramme on the stage or platform. 

Sec. 2, Any proprietor or manager of any 
theater or other place of amusement who 
ehall refuse to enforce the provisions of sec- 
tion one (1) of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a violation thereof, and shall be 
subject to a penalty of not less than ten 
($10) dollars, nor more than twenty-five ($26) 

-Gollars for each offense, and the permitsxing 
or tolerating the wearing of each ‘hat dur- 
ing the progress of the programme or per- 
formance shall constitute a separate and 
distinct offense. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall be in force 
from and after its posease. 

He introduced it onday night and cre- 
ated a sensation. (Mayor Swift, who is 
baldhéaded, smiled benignantly. It went 
through with a rush. 

There was no debate and not a dissenting 
vote. 

Mayor Swift said he would take great 
pleasure in signing it. 

When the matter was broached to Presi- 
den‘ Charles Nagel of the Council, he 
clo. §! his eyes and thought. Probably his 
minu wandered back to his last theater 
trip with Mrs. Nagel. When he opened 
his eyes there was a twinkle in them and 
he said: “I don’t think the ladies of St. 
Louis need their millinery regulated by 
ordinance. The high hat is apt to be dis- 
tressing, but a true lady will never inten- 
tionally contribute to the discomfort of 
others. The widespread discussion of the 
theater hat nuisance is having its effect. 
Custom will regulate this thing more ef- 
fectively than legal enactment.” 

Councilman Kotany, who married Miss 
Lulu Wear, a dashing society belle, looked 
scared for a miemnute when asked about a 
theatér hat ordinance. ‘‘Haven’t we buried 
the wires?’ he asked. ‘Let our successors 
dispose of the theater hat.”’ 

e bocal theatrical managers are over- 
joyed at the action of the Chicago Alder- 
men. The discussion it arouses is sure 
to produce a good effect. They, would like 
to see the theater hat declared a nuisance, 
but stand up for the women of St. Louis, . 

The inference from these interviews is 
that St. Louls women are too sweet and 
obliging to need legal regulation to pre- 
vent them from becoming nuisances at the 
theaters. 

“A woman with a big hat is worse to me 
than a woman with a crying baby,” said 
Manager James J. Brady of the Century 
Theater. ‘The latter will remove herself 
when she discovers she’s a nuisance, but 
the girl with the high hat comes to stay. 
Nowadays we stop the woman with the baby 
atthedoor. If we had a high hat ordinance 
we might do the same with the Kate Green- 
a@way giris. 

“Seriously «peaking, the big theater hat 
is generally recognized as a nuisance. There 
fis no valid reason why it should not be sup- 
Ay oy by ordinance, just as expectorating 
m the street cars, littering the sidewalks 
and other annoying features of city Hfe. 

“I don’t wonder at the Chicago Aldermen 
breaking into legislation over the headgear 
of the women up that way. Mr. Will Davis 
always remarks when he comes down here 
on the absence of big hats in our audiences. 
He hasn't discovered that when a St. Louts 
women enters a theater with a big hat on 
@he takes it off. There are exceptions, 
though, and one has no qualms of conscience 
about invoking the law on thém.” 

Manager Pat Short of the Olympic Thea- 
ter is enjoying heartily the predicament of 
his (hicage coll es. ““The ordinance ays 
passed,”’ said Mr. Short, “makes it impera- 
tive on the managers to refuse admission 
to any one wearing any kind of a hat. 
That's a little too oweentn . It will tend to 
keep people away from the theaters. The 
efficient ordinance to regulate this evil 
would be a measure declaring the big hat 
@ nuisance. A woman who would wear a 
big hat after that would make a public 
show of herself. Women’s hats are unusu- 
ally high this year. I see confections float- 
ing into the auditorium past my office 

ve me cold chills afterward. I 
ats reposi in their owners’ 
is only occasionally that a 8t.

Manager Gaiennie of Music Hall doesn’t 
think St. Louis women need their headgear 
regulated by ordinance. “It may be that 
a different class of people come to the per- 
formances at Music Hall,”’ he said, ‘but 
we rarely see any hats. Of course, head- 
| gear is out of the question at opera. At 
the Choral Symphony rformances the 
ladies and gentlemen put their hats and 
wraps in the check room. If the the- 
aters had ample cloak rooms where their 
patrons would get their wraps back with- 
out delay, the high hat nuisance would 
never be heard of.’’ 

Treasurer Geserich of Hagan’s Continuous 
Show House would like to see the high 
hat included with the other minor nui- 
sances. Mr. Hagan is in the Council, but 
he never talks of breaking into legislation 
over the matter. St. Louis women are 80 
willing to remove their hats when asked 
that it would seem cruel to set the ma- 
chinery of the law in motion against them.

The Population of the Republic Re- 
mains Stationary. 


PARIS, Jan. 7.—The results of the last 
census, which are just published, show that 


there is no sign of recovery in the birth 
rate. The total increase in the population 
of France since 1891 is only 175,017, while the 
number of foreigners in France is decreas- 
ing. The large towns are growing slightly 
at the expense of the smaller towns and 
rural districts. The inhabitants have in- 
creased in twenty-four departments and 
have decreased in sixty-three departments. 
The Minister of the Interior, M. Berthou, 
notes an increase of emigration, but. he is 
compelled to confess to the marked tend- 
ency of the population to remain station- 
ary.

THE RIGHT PLAN 


CCMMISSIONER MILNER FAVORS 
IT FOR ST. LOUIS. 


CHARITY AND CLEAN STREETS. 


Men Who Need Assistance Could Be 
Used to Keep the Thorough- 
fares in Good Shapé. 


Street Commissioner A. N. Milner would 
be glad if the Provident Association or 
some other charitable organization would 
pattern after the plan of the ladies of Belle- 
ville in its alms-giving. 

This plan, as outlined in Wednesday’s 
Post-Dispatch, is to put the unemployed 
to work on the streets under the direction 
of the city authorities and pay them out 


of the funds contriMited for the alleviation 
of distress. 

“It is an excellemt plan,” said Mr. Mil- 
ner. “I would like for it to be put into 
effect bere, Several hundred men divided 
into small gangs could be employed to aa 
advantage in cleaning the streets from now | 
until spring. And still all the dirt would /! 
not be removed. I could furnish foremen | 
and carts. 

“The Provident Association seems to have | 
made a failure of its attempt to make its | 
work in a measure self-sustaining by es-| 
tablishing a wood yard. J see it now has’ 
a large quantity of sawed prood on hand of | 
which it cannot dispose. 

“It seems to me the results of adopting 

the Belleville plan would be good all 
around. Instead of being helped the un- 
employed would be given an opportunity to 
help themselves, the city would be benefit- 
ed, and the association could accomplish a 
great deal more good, for I am convinced 
if it were known ‘that the funds contrib. 
uted were to be used in leaning the 
streets, there would be no difficulty in ob- 
taining money. People would subscribe 
liberally for such a double purpose. 
“This department is doing only the street 
cleaning work which is absolutely neces- 
sary. here is no money for anything else, 
I had to discharge 800 street cleaners in the 
fall. The dirt has been accumulating ever 
since. The cost of having it removed wil] 
fall on the taxpayers. ultimately. Dirt 
never diminishes. The longer it lies on the 
street the more it multiplies and the more 
it will cost to remove it. Gravois avenue is 
an instance. We recently cleaned that 
street. Three thousand loads of dirt were 
removed at a cost of $1,000. If the work had 
been delayed a month longer there would 
probably have been 3,500 loads to remove, 
and the cost would have been proportion- 
ately greater. 

“By subscribing to a fund for removing 
this dirt the taxpayers would be simply 
voluntarily anticipating what they will 
eventually be compelled to do. At the same 
time they would be furthering a scheme of 
real charity. 

“It is impossible to keep the streets clean 
with the amount of money given me for 
that purpose, People come in here every 
day and tell me what wonderful things Col. 
Waring is doing in New York; what m r- 
acles of street cleaning he is accomplish- 
ing. Col. Waring performs hs miracles 
with money. You can’t perform street 
cleaning miracles without it. Why, New 
York spends more for the removal o 
and ice alone than St. 
her street cleaning. New York spends 
$358,000 in a year for that one purpose. St. 
Louis spends $72,000 for machine sweep'ng, 
$25,000 for the block patrol] and $31,000: for 
cleaning. That is a total of $228,000. New 
York has only 385 miles of paved streets. 
St. Louls has . 

“Excellent results could be accomplished 
by the adoption of the Belleville plan here.”

lands and by guaranteeing the bonds of the 
road up to $16,000 per mile as far as the 
Sierras and $32,000 for the distance across 
the mountains.

The whole 
debt is to be refunded in bonds bearing 3 per 
cent interest and running thirty years. Sen- 
ator: Morgan says that under his bill the 
roads can be made to pay all Habilities 
within twenty-five years.

‘Mr. Moore is a great friend of Ella’s 
father, and when her mother died the girl 
went to live with her uncle, as she called 
Mr. Moore. 

Laura Moore, a girl about 16 years old, 
Was the only one home Wednesday after- 
noon, 

“Dile was a wild, bad gir!.”” she said, ‘“‘and 
wanted to run out all the time. Last 
Thanksgiving Day my mother decided that 
she was not the right kind of a girl for us 
fo associate with and made her leave here, 
That is all we Know about her. She went 
to live with her brother Dan, I have heard, 
but I have never seen her since.” 

Elia’s brother, Dan Lee, was found at his 
ome. . 

“Bila was a good girl,”” he said, ‘and I 
can't imagine where she has gone. I have 
searched everywhere for her, 

“She never had any trouble here, but not 
Jong ago I spoke to her about running with

“There is a bigger scneme’ behind the in-

President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements settled down in his chair and 
whistled softly, after his usual manner when 
he has something important to communi- 
cate.

“For years,’’ Mr. McMath continued, ‘‘cer- 
tain people have been trying to get the city 
into such a situation that it would be forced 
to sell gut the water works to a private cor- 
poration. 

“In the previous council bills were con- 
stantly being introduced which were de- 
signed to embarrass the city. The work is 
being carried on in the present Council. 

Who are the people? We can only judge 
of that by the people who introduce the 
bills. I don’t suppose they are organized, 
but once the city is placed in such a position 
that it has to sell out, organization will be 
effected quickly enough.”’ : 

“How are the ends to be accomplished by 
the introduction of filter and other bills?’’ 

“If a bill providing for the purchase of 
an extensive filter plant should be passed 
and the city should not thave the money to 
pay for it the City Council would be in a

“Such bills can only be introduced through 

the Board of Public Improvements. If the; 
are introduced in any other way they are 
no good. 
“If the Council wants to pass a filter bi#@ 
it should pass the one sent to it by the 
board. That one would admit of the plant 
aaing constructed without embarrassing the 
city.”
